veſting them of all Property in any thing, even to the Cloaths 
their Backs, or a bit of Meat it any ſhould give it 
and Impriioument for Life in this Condition, and that 
none might elcape, any Two Juſtices of the Peace were im- 
1 to tender this Oath to whom they pleas'd, Man or 
oman, above the Age of Sixteen, and the Refulal to be 
Premunire. I know it was laid, that this was only in Ter- 
rorem, and was never put in Execution to this Day, like the 
fanguinary Laws againſt the Papiſts in Q. Elizabeth's time, 
by which none of them ſuffer'd from that time to this, ex- 
cept Two or Three in the Fbig Fury of the Popiſ Plot. We 
fee then what it is to have the Execution of the Laws pur 
into Whig Hands, who have now ifſued a Proclamation 
ſigned George R. to revive theſe Laws, and commanding them 
to be put in Execution to the utmoſt extremity ; having 
firſt purg'd the Commiſſions of the Peace throughout the King- 
dom of all who are ſuſpected of Moderation, or any Favour 
towards the Church.

That the Archbiſhop 
of Cin erbun for the time being, and Four other Fiſbops 
to be appointed, ſhall upon each Vacancy name Three 
Perſons to his Majeſty, of which Number he ſhall take 
one. And that the Church of England, by Law eftabliſh'd, 
ſhall be continued in the ſole Pofſeſion of all her Churches, 
_ Univerſities, and even Schools. . And moreover, as a parti- 
cular Mark of his Fa vour and Bounty to her, he remit- 
ted the Tenths and Firſt fruit: payable by the Biſhops and 
Clergy to the Crown.” Which his Siſter knowing, the did 
it atterwards, and receiv'd Addreſſes of Thanks for it 
from all Parts of th: Nation, which indeed were juſtly 
due to him, who had done it before She came to the 


Crown. It you (ay, he was under Age, you ſee at leaſt 


what the Queen his Mother, who then had. the Govern- 
ment of him, was willing he ſhould do in favour of the 
Church of Eng and. But he has fince confirm'd thele fame 


Inſtruck ions, and promis d to make them good in his Let- 


ter bearing Date the 2d of May 1711. wrote all with his 
own Hand, and now lying in London, which your Lord- 
thip may ſee and have the Copies of, if you deſire it. 


And he has done all this the more willingly, and will do 
even thing elſe that can be devis'd for the Security of the 


Church of England, becauſe he is well ſatisfied of her Prin- 
civles as to Government, and that if he were upon the 
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( u5 ) 
Throne, ſhe muſt be his chief oy under Heaven, as 
her Security lies in prelerving the Monarchy accurding to 
the Conſtitution, which her own Experience has made 
good, for as he well expreſſes it in that Letter, The Crown 
was never ſtruck at, but She alſo felt the Blow, And as this 
is their joint Inteieſt, lo your Lordihip is ſenſible that it 
would be no ways in his Power to renew the Marian Per- 
ſecution, when the Retormation was but Young, and the 
Popiſh Imereſt to much Superior in England : But to at- 
tempt it now when .that Intereſt is ſunk, at Mercy, and 
under Sanguinary Laws, would be Madneſs, and end in 
nothing but their utter Extirpation, and the Danger is 
moie on their ſide than on ours. Therefote the Raw-Head 
and Bloody Bones of Queen Mary's Reign, which you ſer 
forth with ſo much. turious Rhetorick, can fright none 
but Children. But there is a Power now grewing #rong, 
which has made Noot and Branch work with the Church of 
England long ſince Queen Mary's time, and if your Lord- 
ſhip's Concern had been tor the Church, you would have 
given her ſome notice of her Enemies on that fide, who 
have ſhed more of her Blcod, a Theuland times told, than 
ever Queen Mary did, and much more even upon Scaſfolds 
of the Clergy, Nobility and Gentiy. To divert us fiom 
this, you amule us with Danger trom thoſe in whole 
Power it is not to hurt us, and the leaft attempt of it 
would be Ruin to themlelves. But, My Lord, the People 
of England have leen this, and thewn their Reſolution not 
to ſuffer the Church to be worried over again by the fame 
Hande. And you may as well ſtop the Iyde at Graveſend 
with your Thumb, as oppole the Torrent ef the Inclihations 
of the People, now their Eyes arc open'd. Your Houle is 
on Fire, and it breaks out in ſeveial Parts; and it your 
Severities (the only way leit, for they will be wheedPd 
no more) ſhall force the People to their, own Defence, 
you may accumpany your King back again to Hanover, it 
you get leave --— My Lord, it is the beſt Advice you can 
give him, betore the Storm grow too high. And no Sub- 
ject is more concein'd in this than your Lordſhip. He ſees 
he has not the Hearts of the Peopie, and that it was a 
Fact ion only call'd him in, con:rary to the Bent and Diſ- 
poſition of the Nation. What then can he expect but a 
Crown of Thoins, a miſerable Life, and perhaps a fatal 
End? He may now retreat with Honour and doing Juſtice 
to the Injur'd, he may make himſelf a Bleſſing to *

his Diſpoſition, ſo would it be no ways in his Power to 
break through the Laws, and fer up for Arbrary. Do you 
believe he would attempt to bring in Popery with a Prote- 
ftant Army ? And he could have none other. If the Expe- 
dient had been accepted inſtead of the Excluſion, the Mini- 
Fers of the late King Fimes could have had no Haudle, Pie- 
tence, or Power to have ſet forward thoſe Steps which prov'd 
ſo fatal to Himſelf and his People: But the fury of rhe 
Whigs at that time, thinking their Game ſure, would have 
nothing leſs than the "Excluſion, they would not ſtoop to 
Limitations, and ſo they laſt both, and have been rhe 
Cauſe of all the Miſeries which have followed. Imitate 
not the Pride and Hardneſs of their Hearts, leaſt a worle 
thing befal you. Remember the Parable of Fotham, that 
God ſent an Evil Spirit between Abimelech and the Men cf 
Shechem, and the Houſe. of Milla (which was their Senate. 
Houſe) and made Fire come out of the one to devour the 
other. Now therefore if ye have dealt truly and fincerely 
with the Houſe of the Stuarts, a Race of Mild and Gentle 
Princes, under whom ye liv'd Rich and Happy, the Envy 
of all Nations, except when the Figs diſturb'd you with 
their Rebellions, and under the laſt of whom that ſar upon 
the Throne, your Victories extended further than ever be- 
fore, and made Great Britain unconteſtably the Umpire of 
Europe: And She had done greater things than theſe, had 
not the Sins of the Nation haſten'd her Death, for which 
the YÞ:gswriumph, and all honeſt Men Lament: And there 
is but one more of that Royal Name left (who have 
ſway'd the Scepter by Hereditazy Succeſſion 314 Years) to 
whom ye can make Reparation for all the Injuries done to 
the Family. Agree with thine Adverfary quickly whilſt 
thou art in the way with him, leſt the Great Judge caſt 
thee into Priſon, whence thou ſhalt not come our til thou 
haſt paid the uttermoſt Farthing, I ſay, if ye have done 
juſtly with this Royal Family in making Hanorer King, 
then rejoyce in Hanover, and let Hanover rejoyce in you: 


The Pigs gape for a Common-weal:h, therefore have 
weakned the Monarchy: And all the reſt of the Nation pant 
after their old Conſtitution, what Friends then has Hanover 
left? And why will ye not hea ken to the Voices of the 
People? Are they not the Voice of God? Free Voices unſolici- 
ted, and with the hazard .
